Inside a shelf was crushed in order to allow 

the depredators to obtain the contents of a

Henry Hoffman, Secretary of the company. 
appeared onthe scene later inthe mornin 
and found that about $300 was gone, $90 o 
which belonged to himself. This money had 
been taken from an interior iron compart- 
ment, the lock of which had been sprung. It 
is not customary to keep much money on 
hand, but the amount missing was received 
after banking hours. 

The workmanship of tbe job betokened the 
hand of a master at the business. The 
mechanism of the lock was evidently fully un- 
derstood, as the hole drilled into it was made 
atjustthe proper point to admit of a piece of 
— being inserted and the boltiock shot 

ack. 

The entire operation was evidently done 
witha neatness and dispatch which would 
give pointers tothe ‘‘Stowaway’’ burglars, 
Kid McCoy and Spike Hennessy. 

It is the supposition thatthe job was com- 
mitted by persons conversant with the busi- 
ness of the office, as there was another old 
fashioned safe in the room, which was not 
tampered witb. No money is placed in this 
receptacie, a fact evidently known by the 
maurauders. 

The tracks of the burglars ara not, at pres- 
ent, visible. Noonein the office remembers 
any suspicious personages about the place, 
with the exception of Mr. Hoffman, who, a 
few days ago, changed a $20 note for a short, 
stout, smooth-faced man. This note was 
among those stolen last night. 

There is no watchman about the premises 
and the watchman ciosedjthe building up at 8 
o’clock last night. It is believed, however, 
that the men were concealed in one of the 
empty offices, as the door of the one opposite 
was found open.

An English Rlot to Blow 
Up an Ocean Steamer, 


And Charge the Terrible Crime 
on Irish Enthusiasts. 


Movements of Scotland Yard Dete¢tives} in 
This Country Traced in Chicago, Kansas 
City and Denver—Detective Kirby’s Plet 
to Entrap the President of the Montreal 
Branch League — Views of Prominent 
Irishmen of This City. 


NEw YOrK, January 16.—The Herald claims 
to have secured information of a plot con- 
cocted by English detectives and desperate 
Irishmen to blow up one of the great trans- 
atlantic steamers in the New York harbor. Ao- 
cording to the Herald the object is to force 
the adoption of the British-American extra- 
dition treaty and strengthen the case of the 
London Times against the Parnellites. The 
Herald says: On the lith of December last 
the Herald astonished the Jrish Nationalists in 
America by the publication of an article about 
the movements of London detectives. Some 
months before the date mentioned, Fred 
Jervis, a well-known Scotland Tard man, ar- 
rived in America and made no great secret of 
the fact that he was here in the interest of the 
London Times to ferret out information about 
the movements of ‘Irish-American ‘‘conspira- 
tors and particularly those of the dyna- 
miters. Chief Inspector Shore, Superintend- 
ent of the Criminal Investigation Department 
of the London Metropolitan police, also came 
out with the same - intention—to try 
to connect the Parnellites with the 
crimes charged. Mr. Shore went 
to Kansas City to meet Jervis and repre- 
sentatives of the Pinkertons. Three of {the 
Pinkerton men have been for years at work on 
the Irish national secret societies. One of them, 
iteeems, communicated directly with Scot- 
land Yard, and Manager Bangs of this city ad- 
mitted it to an Irish Nationalist, who . 

CAUGHT HIM IN A TRAP. 
The London Times, at the first hearings, had ex- 
hausted its evidence, and its lawyers saw that 
it was only of secondary importance. An ad- 
journment was proposed, and Parnell's coun- 
sel were caught napping and agreed to it. 
Then the detectives were tent to 
America’ with plenty of money to 
buy real or manufactured evidence 
to enable the great London journal to carry 


on its case. After the arrival of Messrs. Shore 
and Jervis was known, it was discovered that 
Inspector Andrews of Scotland Yard was in 
Toronto and Montreal, also onthe same er- 
rand. Stirred up by these publications, the 
friends of Mr. Parnell and the Irish National 
League set a close watch on the movements of 
the English detectives. They tound that the 
information was true and that the chiefs of 
the Pinkerton Agency, Bob and Billy Pinker- 
ton, were roaming around Kansas City about 
the time indicated, accompanied 
by two strangers; also that 
the Pinkertons left one of 
| the strangers in Kansas City and proceeded 
to Denver, where they dropped the other. 
What has since been learned is very startling. 
It ie that a plot has developed with ramifica- 
tions in Kansas City and New York for the 
purpose of blowing up by dynamite some one 
of the English passenger steamers in New 
York harbor. What has this plot to do with 
those visite to Kansas City? Well, the parties 
engaged in the diabolical scheme propose to 
raise a fund of $2,000 with which to make the 
necessary preparations for the attempt, and 
it is said that active steps are now being taken 
to secure the money. 
THE MYSTERIOUS STRANGERS. 

Here is a description of the two mysterious 
ptrangers who appeared in Kansas City in De- 
cember last: One was about35 years old with 
dark hair, whiskers and mustache, and 
weighed about 150 pounds. The other was tall 
and stout, with brown hair and an embrowned 
complexion. These men, it was ascertained, 
were in constant communication with the 
alleged conspirators, and it is certain that at 
least one of them paid frequent visits to the 
Pinkerton headquarters. 

The writer has;been told by well-informed 
Irishmen that most, if not all the dynamite 
scares of the past few years were originated 
by special agents of the English Government. 
From ail that has been learned in various 
quarters it is more than probable that the 
present scheme to blow up an English 
steawer in American waters is a plot to create 
a scare that will have the effect of damaging 
Mr. Parnell and his friends in their struggle 
with the London Times and the Tory Govern- 
ment, and of turning American sympathy 
away from the Irish cause. The promoters 
are known to be deadly enemies of Mr. Par- 
nell. 

TO DOWN PARNELL. | 

The Parnellites have not much to carry on 
the war against the powerful English journal, 
and depend a great deal upon America for 
financial assistance. Thatis the reason, it is 
asserted, that the London Times wanted some 
‘‘outrage’’ committed in America, so as to 
alienate the sympathies of Americans and 
Irish-Americans who do not believe in dyna- 
mite. Mr. Patrick Egan of Lincoln, — has

IIis 
partner is E. J. Bedner. On or about October 
13 last, Kirby sent for Lawyer Bedner and told 
him that he had been engaged to secure evi- 
dence for the London Times, implicating the 
Irish leaders and that Bedner could make a 
good thing out of it if he would 
give him access to President Cloran’s 
private papers which were in the 
office ofthe firm. Kirby further told Bedner 
that he would not have to work at his pro- 
fession for some years if he could procure the 
papers, as he knew that Cloran had had com- 
munication with Parnell, Davitt, O’Brien, 
Egan, Fitzgerald and other Irish leaders 
and he hoped to find in these documents 
evidence that would be of service to the 
Times. Kirby said he had unlimited credit 
from the Times and promised that any one 
getting him access to the papers would be 
well compensated. Lawyer Bedner at once 
exposed the whole plan tohis partner. Mr. 
Cloran decided to take a hand in leading the 
English spy into a deeper plot.it was arranged 
that a series of blood-curdling letters, com- 
promising the Irish leaders, should be written 
and deposited in the safe and to be allowed to 
fallinto Kirby’s hands. The scheme could 
not be carried out, however, as Kirby left 
suddenly a few days afterward for New York, 
and has not been seen here since.

Many salaams to you. I hope that you are 

in as good health asI am, and that you have 

remained in good health since I left the Congo. 

Ihave much to say to you, but hope I shall 

see you face to face before many days. I 

reached here this morning with 130 Wang- 

wana, three soldiers and sixty-six natives be- 
longing to Emin Pasha. It is now eigity-

SOLD INTO SLAVERY. 


The Attack by Insurgents on the German 
Missionary Station at Dar-Es-Salem. 


ZANZIBAR, January 16.—The attack made by 
the insurgents on the German Missionary sta- 
tion at Dar-Es-Salem, began at an early hour 
on the morning of Januaryll. The station, 
which was entirely unguarded, contained a 
hundred natives, who had been freed from 
slavery, and three male and two female mis- 
sionaries. One of the missionaries was 
severely wounded, but escaped, and 
succeeded in reaching the German 
man- of- war Dowe. The other persons 
at the station were all captured by 
the insurgents, who sold them into slavery in 
the interior. The insurgents pillaged the 
town. The Dowe bombarded the place and 
destroyed it, but did no harm to the insur- 
gents. The insurgents captured a Unyama- 
wiza ivory caravan, but upon the porters 
swearing allegiance to Bushiri their lives were 
spared. It is reported that the insurgents are 
marching upon another German missionary 
station, where there are several unprotected 
missionaries and 150 freed natfves.

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THE PENSION COMMISSIONER TO BE AP- 
POINTED JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


Gen. Swaim Ordered Before a Retiring 
Board—Prospects That the General Will 
Be Retired—Report of the Senate Com. 
mittee on Public Buildings—To-Day’s 
Bond Offerings—Congressional Preceed- 
ings. ;

Wasnincrox, D. O., Janyary 16,—Gen. 
Swaim, the titular Judge Advodate General of 
the United States army, now undergoing the 
sentence of a court martial, was yesterday 
ordered before a retiring board. 4 all 
events a board was ordered to examine him 
to ascertain whether or not he can be retired. 
It is the opinion of those who are acquainted 
with the order for the board that 
rit is preliminary to retirement, 
and thatthe pardon of Gen. Swaimand the 
order retiring bim will be contained in one 
general order, and that this order will be im- 
mediately succeeded by the appointment of 
Gen. J. C. 8. Black, at present Commissioner 
of Pensions, to the life office of Judge-Advo- 
cate-General of the United States army to fill 
the vacancy thus created, The position of 
Judge-Advocate-General Swaim in the army 
+ ib well understood. It is not parallel in our 
military history, He was sentenced in 
July 188, to suspension from duty 
for twelve years on haif pay. The 


sentence will expire in July, 1896. Atthe end 
of that time he would be entitled to restora. 
tion to his office. He would then have seven 
years to serve before he could be retired un- 
dar the compu retirement act. It has 
long been a serious problem in the army how 
to dispose of the case of Swaim and maintain 
discipline in the army. This could only be 
done in two possible ways. One was to nom 
inate bis successor and secure for him a con- 
firmation. The other was to pardon and re- 
tire him. 

A decision of the United States Supreme 
Court, rendered a few years ago, makes it 
possible for the President, if he can secure the 
concurrence of the Senate, to vacate all of the 
commissions inthe army and navy. Preal- 
dent Cleveland, if inclined to do so, could not 
have disposed of the case of Gen. Swaim in 
this manner, for that officer has a great many 

ersonal friends in the Senate. Aside 

rom that a good many United States 
Senators are unwilling to recog 
nize this decision of the Supreme 
court. Eminent lawyers are of the opinion 
that upon further and more extended hearing 
(the hearing on the decision in question was 
unsatisfactory) the court as now constituted 
would reverse the former decision. This de- 
cision puts an extraordinary power into the 
hands of a President and a partisan Senate, 
and in times of political excitement 
might work a grave * to the 
army and navy and to the Republic. 
Such a disposition of the case of Swaim was, 
therefore, not tobe thought of. There re- 
mained only a pardon anda retirement, for it 
appears not to have occurred to the adminis- 
tration that he should be pardened and re- 
stored to active duty. It would be his right to 
assume the duties of his office, unless retired 
for some one of the causes known to the mili- 
tary law. An army officer may be retired (1) 
for disability; (2) because of thirtyfyears’ con- 
tinuous service; (3) because of age. 
Gen. Swaim can only de retired 
on the ground of physical disabili- 
ty. Can that cause be found? It is asserted 
that it can be and that Swaim is willing to be 
pardoned and to be retired on that ground. 
As preliminary to such a movemert the Board 
of Retirement was yesterday ordered. What 
next? Part of this movement is said to be to 
prow a life place for Gen. Black, at present 
Jommissioner of Pensions. The friends of 
Gen. Black, so far as they are at liberty to talk 
about the matter, say that they expect that 
Swaim will be retired in the manner indicated 
and that then Black will be made his suc- 
cessor.

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STATES AND GERMAN GOVERNMENTS.

georetary of the Navy Whitney's Instructions 
Reporter, Klein, Alleged to Have Led 
the Attack on the German Forces—Count 
Arco’s Statement and Mr. Bayard’s Reply. 


Wasnmoron, D. O., January 16,—Among 
the correspondence concerning affairs in 
Samoa, referred to in President Cleveland’s 
message transmitted to Congress yesterday, 
and which was presented to the Senate to-day, 
is the following instractions to Admiral Kim- 
berly from Secretary Whitney, contained in a 
cablegram dated January 11, 1889: 

Commander Mullan of the Nipsic telegraphs, 
by way of Auckland, New Zealand, that a force 
was landed at Samoa from the German fleet. 
which resulted in an engagement between the 
troops of Mataafa and the German 
forces and the defeat of the_ 
latter. He reports that the Germans, 
in retaliation, bombarded towns, dis- 
regarding protests and neutral rizhts, ang 
that the property and lives of American cit- 
izens are in danger. He strongly urges the 
sending of reinforsements. The German 
Government claims that the German forces 
were first attacked and that war now exists 
between Germany and thet portion of the nat- 
ives of Samos engaged in the . 

ATTAOK UPON THE GERMANS. 

The German Government invites this Gov- 
ernmentin the common interest to join in es- 
tablighing order in Samoa, giving assurance 
of careful respect for our treaty rights. The 
United states Government is willing to oo - op- 
erste in restoring order in Samos ou the basia 
of the full preservation of American treaty 


righta dhd Samoan autonomy as recognized 


and agreed by Germany, Great Britain and 
the United 38 as so informed the 
German Government. You will at once pro- 
ceed to Samoa and extend full protection and 
defense to American citizens and property. 
ou will eonsult with the American Vice- 
sul, examine his archives and otherwise 
inform yourself as tothe situation and all re- 
cent occurrences. Protest against the sub- 
jugation and displacement of the native 
Government of Samoa by Germany as 
in violation of positive agreement 
and understanding between the treaty pow- 
ess,but informe the representatives of the Ger- 
man and British Governments of your readi- 
ness to co-operate in causing all treaty — 
to be respected and in restoring peace and or 
der on à basis ofarecognition of Samoan 
rights to independence. Endeavor to prevent 
extreme measures agalnst the Sa- 
moans and to bring about a ＋ 
settlement. If such arrangement can be Made 
upon that basis you will report the same for 
approval and you will intorm the Government 
as s00n as possibile after your arrival in Samoa 
of the condition of affairs, andthe prospect 
of a peaceful adjustment, and whether Ger- 
many was — impartially between the op- 
posing forces when the late conflict oceurred. 
‘*WHItner.’’ 
REPORTER KLEIN BLAMED. 

On January 12, Secretary Bayard addressed a 
communication to Count Areo, the German 
Ministor to the United States,in reply to a 
statement giving the German version of the 
Samoan ai — 7 The statement of Count 
Arco is substantially as follows: 

‘*The German forces were landed in Samoa 
after the German Commander had given notice 
of his intention to the commanders of the 
American and British men-of-war, the reason 
for landing being that. some German planta- 
tions were in danger. Upon landing the 
Germans were attacked by the Samoans under 
the command of Kiein, an American citizen, 
and lost ilty, killed and wounded. A state 
of war is therefore announced by 
Germany, and as an American is 
alleged to have been im command of the 
attacking Samoan) force, Count Arco is in- 
structed to complaint to the United 
States. The tre 15 ot the United States 
and all the rights of the treaty powers shall 
be respected under all circumstances. The 
German Government begs the United States to 
— * in an active way to restore calm and 
quiet.’’ 

SECRETARY BAYARD’S REPLY. 

In response, Secretary Bayard says that he 
at once communicated to you“ (the Count) 
on becoming aware of the allegations that the 
Samoa forces were led by an American named 
Klein, that he had no knowledge whatever, 
nor reason to believe that Klein was a citizen 
of the United States. 

‘*I was certain, continues the Secretary's 
letter, ‘‘that he was not and never had been 
in any way connected with its public service, 
nor acting under coior or pretense of its 
authority. The instructions given to officials 
of this Government at Samoa have never 
deviated from those made public and which 
were weil known to Germany and Great Brit- 
ain, to maintain neutrality in Samoan affairs 
and confine their action to good offices in the 
maintenance of peace and order in those re- 
gions, and securing protection for American 
citizens and their interests. 

RESPECTING AMERICAN TREATY RIGHTS. 

The Secretary says that before he receivad 
the German instructions, orders had been 
given by the President looking to the pro- 
tection of citizens of the United 
States and their property, and that it was with 
entire readiness that he accepted the invita- 
tion of Germany that the United States should 
join in an active way to restore calm and 
quiet in those islands. 

The Secretary further says: ‘‘I received 
also, with expressed satisfaction, your assur- 
ance of the intentions of your Government to 
maintain and carefully respect the treaty 
rightsof this Government under all circum- 
stances and this, asI stated to you, necessa* 
rily included respect for the existence of 
Samoan autonomy and independence, which 
is the basis of the three treaties made 
with the United States, Germany and 
Great Britain, the first-named being earliest in 
date. The protocols of the conference on 
Samoan affairs’ held in this city in the 
summer of i887 by the representatives 
of the United States, Germany and Great 
Britain will disclose that although the confer- 
ence did not produce an agreement as to a 
complete plan of government for that com- 
munity, nevertheless on certain points all 
three Governments coincided, and one of 
these was the free elections by the Samoans, 
according to their own will and custem, of a 
king. It would seem most opportune if such 
an election could now practically be held, 
and 1 feel assured that it would do much 
towards ending the turbulent and! bitter dis- 
content which has led to the shocking inter- 
necine warfare among these islanders, and 
finally involved them ina deeply regrettable 
conflict with German forces, which is sin- 
cerely * by the United States. 

REAR-ADMIRAL KIMBERLY’S ORDERS. 

‘*Rear-Admiral Kimberly, commanding our 
naval forces in the Pacific, has been ordered 
to proceed in his flagship, the Trenton, to 
Apia, and 1 have great confidence in hie 
wisdom and benevolent discretion as well as 
in that of the navalcommanders of the 
other nations’ vessels which bave been 
sent by their respective governments to 
the Samoan waters, to promos a Satisfactory

ACQUITTED TO-DAY. 


Termination of a Trial Growing Out of Bus- 
iness Complications. 


Freeman A. Durgin, the sliversmith, was 
Placed on trial in the Criminal Court to-day 
onacharge of fraud. The charge is an old 
one. His sister-in-law who was the wife of L. 
A. Coquard, the broker, secured a diyorce 
from the latter and was granted 
$40,000. alimony. Ot this amount she gave 
$10,000 to Mr. Durgin to invest for 


her, he alleged he could securé her 10 per cent 
interest in this way. He gave her his note for 
the money and for two years paid her the 10 
per cent interest he had guaranteed her. The 
money was given him January D, 1886, and a 
year later he took up the firstand gave her 
another. At the end of two years, she having 
married a Mr. Hatcher in the meantime, she 
demanded her $10,000 of Durgin. He said he 
had put the money in his business and 
could not give it to her, but 
he did give her a bill of sale for 
his establishment and stock. She and her 
husband came here from Omaha, their home, 
and ran the store, but only realized about 
$3,500 out of it. Durgin claims they knew 
nothing of the business, and did not realize 
its fulivalue in consequence. He had paid 
her $00 on the note before turning over his 
store to her, and when he agreed to give her 
hie store she accepted it in payment of the 
money she had placed in his bands and sur- 
rendered ulis note. Afterward she wanted bim 
to make good to her the difference 
between the money realized by her 
on the store and the money she 
had given to him to invest. He refused to 
do so, and she had him arrested for fraud. 

At tbe trial this morning she stated that 
she had given him the money to invest for 
her, and that he had agreed to procure her 
10 per cent interest on it. There was nothing 
in her testimony to show that any false or 
fraudulent representations had been made 
by him to ber, and‘on motionof Mr. Bishop, 
of the Circuit Attorney's office, the Court in- 
structed the jury to acquit the defendant as 
a Mrs. Hatcher s testimony had been 
heard. 


A PAINFUL DISCOVERY

A VERY AMUSING BOUT MYTHICAL TRANS- 
FER OF PROPERTY. , 


Rolla Wells Has a Surprise—The Cupples 
Warehouse—Gerard B. Allen’s Heirs 
Will ase the Everett House—A Mod 
ern Building to Be Erected—T. A. Scott 
on Missouri Lead Properties. 


Rolla Wells was very much amused to-day 
over astatemont in the real estate report of 
one of the morning papers to the effect that 
„the Alexander building, owned by Miles 
Sells,’’ at the northwest corner of Broadway 
and Olive street, was to be enlarged with the 
addition of four stories, etc. This certainly 
was a startling and atthe same time a very 
confasing piece of news to Mr. Wells. 
He was happy in 


the valuable corner’’ still belonged to his 
father Erastus Wells, as every real estate 
man in the city and real estate reporter too, 
for that matter, also believed, and had no 
reason to think otherwise. Theidea of put- 
ting four stories on such a structure as the 
Alexander building is ridiculous. It was 
never entertained.

It bas been furnished with anew 
high-speed elevator, the halls laid and wain- 
scoted with Italian marbie, and lavatories of 
superior finish have been provided. An ac- 
count of these improvements was pub- 
lished in the PosT-DisrPaTcH and 
several other local papers last fall. 
The item is like the recent statement in the 
papers that the proposed Cupples warehouse 
on the old Seventh street Market site, 
between Spruce and Poplar was ‘‘no nearer 
construction than it was four years ago.

Senator Berry has shown that the tax u 
cotton bagging adds $650,000 to the cost of 
marketing the cotton crop, and that the tax 
on cotton ties further increases the burden to 
the extent of $1,350,000. The cotton planter 
loses this money as absolutely as it it should 
be burned up. The tax on the bagging 
goes into the pockets of a trust, and it is 
paid by producers who contend against the 
cheapest labor in the world, and who are 
obliged to sell two-thirds of their product in 
foreign countries and to accept foreign mar- 
ket prices for their whole product. But, in 
spite of the fact that the taxes on bagging and 
ties are not needed by the Government—in 
spite of the recognized law of economics that 
it is amistake to put a tax on exports—in de- 
fiance of the public interest, and in defiance 
of justice, Senator Berry's facts have been 
unheeded; the Republican Senate stands fast 
by the trusts, and against the country.

In view of these facts 
the following authorized gtatement of legal- 
ized injustice must horrify people of free 
countries: 

„The case of Finucane,’’ says Mr. La- 
bouchere, is even more scandalous. He 
made a speech in which he denounced land 
grabbing, but he accompanied these denun- 
ciatiors of land grabbing with warnings 
against the commission of crime, and he nev- 
er mentioned the name of any individual. It 
was quite impossibie, then, to convict Mr. 
Finucane on hisown speech. The resources 
of the resident magistrates, however, 
were not exhausted. They discov, 
ered thgt Finucane had been presént- 
not only at the meeting on which he was 
charged, which took place in last October, 
but also at a meeting in the previous March, 
at whicha solicitor named Moran denounced 
a particular land- grabber by name. The 
magistrates beld that Finucane must be held 
responsible for Moran’s language, because he 
was present when it was employed, and had 
not expressed his dissent from it.’’ 

In conelusion Mr. Labouchere says: 

„Such are the things that are going on in 
Ireland. They make one’s blood boil, but 
there is the consolation that they aré well 
calculated to Increase the large store of pop- 
ular indignation in this country which, by 
and by, will sweep away the present Govern- 
ment.

A UNIVERSAL WAIL. 

While the st. Louis observer was making 
these comments he had in mind the remarka- 
bly warm winter St. Louis has bad thus far in 
the season of 1888-89. It has been the warmest 
winter in the history of the city since the sta. 
tion was established, and the weather eclipses 
anytuing in this line within the memory of the 
oldest inhabitant. 

There isa wail among the liverymen who 
have missed their annual fat income from the 
renting of sleighs: among thé piumbers who 
have hot seen the semblance or the prospect 
of a bursting water-pipe; among the ladies 
who have not had a chance to air their seal 
skin garments, and among the furriers who 
bave not had a chance to sell theirs; among 
the small boys and the big doys 
and girls who love the invigorating 
sport of sleighing, eoasting and 
skating, and among the old folks who sbake 
their heads solemuly and say that the remark- 
ably warm weather bedes no good in the 
matter of health during the coming spring. 
There has been a wail too, and a deep one, 
among the clothing meronants, who, after 
laying ib a fine stock of winter goods during 
the fall months, have been forced to sell them 
at ruinously low figures, and were glad to get 
rid ot them even at that. Infact, there has 
been a wail from all Kinds and classes of 
people, except, pérhaps, the poor, who have 
sufféred less from the sevérity of the climate 
during the present year than ever before. 

A RE LE WINTER. 

And the winter, truly, has been a most re- 
markable one. A gian at tne figures re- 
corded in the Signal Service station at the top 
of the Custom- house will prove this beyond 
question. The lowest figure reached by the 
mércury in this city thus far this winter was 
that recorded on the lith day of the pres- 
entmonth. This figure was 20.5 deg. above 
— or only about 12 deg. below the freezing 


point. 

This was the coldest day. The next lowest 
temperature reached was that touched on the 
19th day of December (lastmonth) when the 
mercury touched 20.6 above. January i, 
New Year’s Day) was the third coldest day.

RECORDS OF OTHER YRARS. 

The coldest day last winter was January 15, 
just a year and a day age The mercury on 
that day 8 to II. 5 or 11.5 deg. below 
zero.» On December 2%, 1887, 2 deg. below 
zero was recorded. On October 25, 1887. the 
mercury reached 2 deg. above, or within 
about 2.6 deg.as cold as the mean temperature 
this winter. On December 27, 1886, 2.8 deg. 
below zero was recorded, and in the beginning 
of the month of January, 87, the mercury 
reached 9.6 deg. below zero. On December 1, 
1885, 6 above was recorded, and on January 2, 
1885, 9.7 below zero was touched. 

The winter of 1884 was the coldest Within the 
récoliection of anyone in St. Louis, and saw 
the coldest marking spread on thé records of 
the Si Service at this station: On January 
5, 1984, the thermometer recarded minus 21.5, 
or 21.5 deg. below zero, o 8 degrees be- 
low freezing. This is cold weather with 4 
vengeance. It will be observed that with one 
exception this extremely cold weather has been 
recorded before the sent Lay and month 
of the year, namely, January ls. 

Ar THE RECORDS MEAN. 

The Markings showing cold weather after 
this date are: In 1884, 7 deg. above, February 
28; in 1885 „* below, February 10; in 1886, 
6 deg. below, ebru 8; in 1887,4 deg. above, 
February 4; in 1888, 4 deg. below, February 9. 

Thus it will be seen that while the extreme 
cold has occurred before this date the weather 
ae: not been comparatively severe after this 

ate. 

There has also been a remarkable lack of 
snow. Taking into consideration all the snow 
which has fallen this year, it will not foot up a 
depth of three inches, while the average fal! of 
snow „ winters has scarcely 
ever been than ten inches, and in some 
cases much more than that amount. 

THE CAUSES. 

As to the catises for this lack of cold or 
presence of heat, to be more exact, the signal 
men have not much to say beyond the fact 
that the winter has been unusually mild all 
over the coun While the Northwest has 
had a reasotiable amount of low temperature 
nothing like the records of former wiaters has 
been reached. Throughout the North and the 
Rast the weather has been 4 pleasant 
and mila, particularly around New York and 
Boston, which are noted forftheir uniformly 
cold winters. 

A sudden and sweeping change is pre- 
dicted, though, for this city, and the Signal 
Service observers announce the arrival of a 
cold wave which is coming down on the city 
from the Northwest. 

It would not surprise me, says Mr. Chap- 
pel, **to see the coldest weather we will have

tion at an early day, probably to-morrow. 

In a conversation with one of the gentlemen 
who attended this meeting it was learned that 
the Temperance Alliance had lost confidence 
in the strength of their cause tothe extent of 
believing that the Deering bill, published in 
the Post- DISPATCH three weeks ago, will not 
pass the Legislature, and for that reason they 
have decided not to introduce it. The bill was 
drawn up by Chas, P. Johnson of St. Louis 
for Mr. Deering and the Alliance and was 
printed in the form ofa bill regularly intro- 
duced and ordered printed by the General As- 
sembly. This was dome for ciroulation among 
the members and for fheir convenience when 
the measure should be introduced. Shortly 
giter the Legislature met, however, it became 

evident that the Alliance was not as strong 
among the members as Mr. Deering and his 
friends had believed and the introduction of 
the bill was postponed. To-night Mr. Deer- 
ing said it would not be introduced at all. 
Instead of the Deering bill referred to, the 
Kiliance will attempt to pass two separate 
bills, one of which will relate to the liquor 
traffic of drug stores and the sale of liquor 
in quantities of five gallons and upwards, and 
the other to an Increase in the minimum tax. 
The amount of the dram-shop license for 
cities of the class of St. Leuis will be placed at 
$3,00a year; for cities of the second-class, 
$2,500; for cities of the third-class, $2,000; for 
cities of 5,000 inhabitants, $1,500, and for cities 
under 5,000 inhabitants, $1,000. These figures 
are about the same as those in tne original 
Deering vill. The new bills, if passed, will 
effect changes only in the present dram-shop 
law and will not amend or alter the local 
option law. There will be no provisions in 
the new bills for the numerous restrictions 
about the manner in which a dramshop 
shall be run or by whom it shall 
be run, nor will any other restrictions be 


made about the. number of signers necessary 
toa dramehop petition than is now required 
by law. This is considerable of a back-down 
from the stand taken by the Alliance people 
several weeks ago.

The students of the State University at 
Columbia testified their appreciation of the 
efforts of Speaher pro tem. JohnjF. Morton in 
their behalt by presenting him 
with a magnificent , floral piece 
this afternoon. The card accompanying 
the tribute bore an inscription to the effect 
that it was presented by 175 students in com- 
mendation for Mr. Morton’s fearless stand for 
reorganization and reform in the university 
management. 

This act of the students is very significant 
when taken in connection with the minority 
report of the Investigating Committee made 
by Mr. Morton and the scathing rebuke to the 
university management contained in the ma- 
jority report of the committee, in which Mr. 
Morton also concurred. The practical effect 
of Mr. Mortous recommendations to the 
Legisiature will be the removal of Dr. Laws, 
who has been at the head of the 
faculty for a number of years. In 
this the students: are unquestionably 
with the Speaker pro tem., as are also three- 
fourths of the people of Columbia, where the 
school is located. One of the faculty is de- 
scribed as exceedingly dictatorial and unnec- 
essarily offensive to the students in his 
charge. His course of late has been 80 arbi- 
trary as to call forthe interference of the 
alumni of the university, who met last year 
and passed aseries of résolutions émbodying 
anumber of specifie charges. These charges 
were submitted to the curators ofthe uni- 
versity with the request that they be investi- 
gated. It is related that while the Board of 
Curators were in session considering ~e 
charges the subject of the investigation walke 
inand, picking up the papers containing 
the complaints against him, calmly put them 
in his pocket and without another word strode 
out of the room. The curators, it is said, 
made no objection, and that was the end of 
the charges preferred by the alumni. 

This incident is now cited by his opponents 
In proof of the statement that he has the 
Board of Curators under his thumb and does 
pretty much as he pleases about the universi- 
ty without fear of contradiction. 

A member of the iegislative committee

He did not 
seem to think that this dilly-dallying policy 
Was strangely at variance with that polic 
adopted when the infamous places on Elevent 
street were cleaned out. There are in St. 
Louis 1,200 Saloons to-day. All licenses fell 
due on January 1, avd since that date 
on y 500 have been licensed, a fraction over 
thirty-two a day including holidays and Sun 
days. Some licenses have not been taken out 
through carelessness, many saloon-keepers 
having no fear of obtaining their license put it 
off from day today. But there are others who 
have a fear that they will not be turnished 
with a legal permit to continue in the conduct 
of disreputable dens and so are laying low 
hoping that the storm will blow over. In this 
they will be mistaken. 

THEY NEED POLICE VISITATIONS 
to arouse them to the evil of their way. 

When the complaint was made by Bridge, 
Beach & Co. thatthe Almond street dens were 
filled with lewd menand women the police 
promptly cleared the wretched beings out of 
their hovele. When Ben F. Clark notified the 
police that a regularly incorporated church 
was holding services with Bible and altar at 
the northwest corner of Eleventh and 
Chestnut streets, and that there ex- 
isted infamous houses withiu 100 
of the church, contrary to x 
the police closed those houses tighter than 
} wax. The police can act promptly and effec- 
tively when they choose to do so, and there is 
no better field for the exercise of energy in the 
protection of the public than in closing the 
now unlicensed dives. 

The Collector will give the police all the sup- 
port necessary. He has said for publication 
that he positively will not issue a license to a 
saloon-keeper who is known to be or Whom he 
suspects of being of immoral character. 

THE HUMBER OF LICENSES 

so far collected makes a good showing as com- 
pared with 1887, when on January 16 there 
were but 110 licenses collected, and on July 16 
but seventy-six. But the value of this will be 
materially reduced if a single dive, a single 
disreputable den has been licensed. The piac- 
ing of so much revenue in the City Treasury 
so early is a great benefit, but the city could 
afford to do without the entire sum if the dives 
are to continue to exist.

LABOUCHERE’S LETTER. 


SALISBURY PUNISHING THE UNITED 
STATES FOR SACKVILLE’S DISMISSAL. 


The Vacant Mission at Washington—Lord 
Salisbury’s Reason For Not Appointing 
a Minister—-The Queer Case of Count 
Benemar—The Duke of 1 
Orchids—Queen Victoria/s Trip—London 
Gessip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lovpox, Jauuary 16.—The original corre- 
spondence respecting the Sackville incident, 
which has just been published, shows that 
Lord Salisbury is really evading the sending 
ofa British representative to Washington in 
order to punish the United States for having 
packed off Lord Sackville. The Marquis of 
Salisbury lays down the principle 
thas a country ought not to recall 
a representative simply because the Govern- 
ment of the country to which he is aagredited 
deems him to be a persona ingrata; and he 
bases this view of international law upon the 
dispatch of Lord Palmerston. Theoretically, 
Lord Palmerston may have been in the right, 
but considering that the object of having a 
represenative accredited to a foreign govern- 
mentis to promote peace, amity and good 
feéling, the knowledge that this person 
selected is not likely to con- 
tribute to these ends oughtto de a sufficient 
cause for his immediate recall. The 
United States need not, however, trouble 
themselves about the follies of Lord Salisbury, 
for they are, no doubt, fully aware that the 
British people would rather sacrifice the whole 
peerage than in any way compromise the close 
and intimate friendship whieh, thank Heaven, 
exist between the two great branches of the 
English speaking race. Probably the main 
reason why Lord Salisbury does not send a 
Minister to the United States is that he is 
anxious that Lord Sackville, whois one of his 
relatives, shall enjoy for a few months his 
damm in Europe while drawing his salary as 
our Minister at Washington. 


COUNT BENOMAR’S CASE. 

Count Benomar, the Spanis# Ambassador at 
Berlin, whose departure m that capital 
was recorded in last Friday's papers, is a per- 
sonage of the middle ages. He considered 
himself to be the servant of the Queen Regent 
and in no way concerned with the Cabinet, ro- 
garding the Ministers of which it is composed 
merely as Her Majesty's elerks. He was re- 
called by the Foreign Minister nearly two 
months ago, but utterly ignored the mandate 
and continued to transact the business of his 
embassy as if nothing bad happened, declar- 
ing that he should consider himself as Spanish 
Ambassabor until he was recalled dy a letter 
in the Queen Regent’s own hand. He did not 
take any stepsto quit Berlin until this condi- 
tion had been complied with. 

THE MARLBOROUGHS. 

The Duke and Duchess of Marlborough have 
been entertaining a large family party at 
Bienheim.

Littie of this was No. 2 red.——Chi- 
cagce’s report on ocean wheat makes an 
increase of 240,000 bu and corn an increase of 
430,000 bu.——-A Giasgow firm writes that very 
little American wheat is seen in that market 
this seasob, Russian produce baving succeed 
ed in displacing its Western rival. Buda- 
Pesth advices say the streams are once more 
open and navigation has been resumed, 
resulting in a giut of grain at that point. 
——The bulk of the wheatin Northwestern 
elevators is said to be biizhted or frosted, 
and consequently light in wheat and deficient 
in four-yielding qualities. Seed wheat sold 
at Fargo recently at $1.50 per bu.——Receipts 
of wheat and flour at San Francisco from July

South of Europe ports were 1,340,000 bu to 
United Kingdom and 20,000 to the continent, 
a total of 2,080,000 bu, against 1,520,000 bu for 
same week last year. — Ne Orleans cleared 
18,068 bu corn for Havre. —Tbe Millers’ A8 
sociation bave issued a private 
circular for distribution to the 
members, giving some interesting 
and important information regarding the 
amount of wheat and flour on hand in six 
States—Missouri, Kansas, Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and Michigan—and also thecondition and 
acreage of the growing wheatcrop of these 
States. The reports come from 154 winter 
wheat mills. The amount of wheat held by 
these mills is placed at 1,900,000 bu more than 
one year ago and of flour 200,000 bbis or 60,000 
bbis more. Average acreage Of wheat planted 
in Missouri is 100 and its condition 100; Illinois 
is 98 acreage and 101 condition; Kansas is 144 
acreage and 100 condition ; the other States ay- 
erage 94 to 98 in acreage and condition. 

The amount of wheat in farmers’ hands 
Missouri reports it larger, three States 
ony about same and others say smaller.

REMINISCENCES OF THE DAY PRESIDENT. 
CLEVELAND WAS PRESENT. 


The Famous Club and Its Popular President 
—The Way the President was Received, 
aed the Impression He Made—A Crank 
Whe Bothersa Senate Committee With 
Propositions to Call Down Rain. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POsT-DISPATCH- 
° WASHINGTON, Jan- 
wary 11.—Maj, Moses 
* Handy, the well- 
known journalist, was 
in town the other day. 
He went abroad three 
months ago in II- 
health, suffering, he 
then feared, from in- 
cipient paralysis. He 
returned to his home 
in Philadelphia toward the end of December 
completely recovered. He arrived in time to 
see 500 ot his most valuable books burn up 
together with a number of Interesting curios 
and priceless family mementoes, He also 
reached Philadelphia in time to attend the 
annual meeting of that famous dining organi- 
zation, the Clover Club, and to be elected to 
its presidency for the third time—a very dis- 
tinct honor, as the Clover Club is made up of 
the most brilliant men of the Quaker City. 
No man knows the possibilities of @ dinner 
until he has attended a Clover, and this is the 
verdict of a President, of presidential nomi- 
nees, of poets, players and publicista, 
Maj. Handy, in referring to the Clover cin. 
said to me: Many of the stories printed about 
the dinners of the Clover Club give a very er- 
roneous impression. Weare called a club of 
interrupters, and it has been asserted that we 
ask men to dine with us so that we may laugh 
them down when they attempt to speak, 
Nothing more wrong or unkind could be said. 
No man has ever had anything to say, whether 
it was pleasant, pungent or pathetic, that he 
was not allowed to say it. It is only the mean- 
ingless talker and after-dinner bore that is 
worried and he gets well punished. 
The conversation turned to the occasion in 
September, 1887, 
WHEN PRESIDENT CLEVELAND WAS PRESENT, 
He was in Philadelphia participating in the 
ceremonies of the Centennial Celebration of 
the Constitution. 

With reference to the visit of President 
Cleveland to theclub,’’ said Maj. Handy, the 
facts are briefly these. Knowing that he was 
to be in Philiadelphia atthe time, we invited 
him, and what was never done inthe history 
of the club, changed the day of tne dinner 
from Thursday to Friday as a special bonor to 
him. When the club committee was sent to 
escort him from one of the receptions he 
was holding that night, and as 
you know, he had three on hand— 
it was suggested that as he came in we should 


sing, ‘For He's a Jolly Good Fellow.’ I 
said, No; walt and see if he is. Afew mo- 
ments later he entered. Without an re- 
arrangement, the 120 members and their 

uests, including eight State Governors, a 

alt a dozen Senators, and twenty notableg of 
national fame, came to the feet, sin ~ 
‘Three Cheers for the Red, White and Blue. 
The refrain was taken up by the vast crowd 
on the sidewaiks, and it disappeared in the 
wave of applause thatcame from the throngs 
inthe surrounding streets. The picture in 
the Clover Club dining hall was a grand one. 
The beautiful clover-leaf shaped table shone 
with its snow-white napery and sparkiin 
crystal. Flowers and trailing plants adorne 
the room, columns, walls and candelabra, 
and the mellow light of 500 candles gave a po- 
etic Illumination. 

President Cleveland’s face flushed with 
pleasure as the chorus rang out. 
my richt as it was coming to an end and 1 
said: ‘Mr. President, we only wish to show 
our respect, and if you prefer not to be called 
upon I will not do so. He replied imme- 
diately, but somewhat nervously: 

„Why no. Iam very much pleased with 
this and I'll try to say something.’ 

‘*‘Ithen called on Editor MeUlure of the 
Philadelphia Times to introduce him. The 
President's speech was one of the brightest he 
has ever delivered. 

„There were two interruptions. When he 
said there were several reasons why he was 
present, the first being that he wanted to 
come, somebody cried 

‘NEVER MIND THE OTHERS.’ 
The President laughed and at once lost all 
trace of nervousness, Toward the close he 
said that he wished he could stay the dinner 
out rather than keep his other engagements. 
The phrase ‘Isn't headandy?’ was then ut- 
tered by a club guest, and not by a member. 

„As he leit the room ‘Jolly Fellow’ 
was sung as it had never been sung before. It 
was sung because the Chief Executive had 
posses himself, in the best sense, a good fel- 


ow. 

Later in the evening I sent Mrs. Cleveland 
a floral liberty bell, under which the President 
stood while he spoke, and the next dav a 
message reached me from him to the effect 
that he would ever remember in the pleasant- 
est way the too brief minutes of the night be- 
fore. e also accepted the bonorary mem- 
bership of the club to which he had been 
elected at the close of the dinner. 

„Those who criticise us, said Maj. Handy 
in conclusion, ‘‘are those who bave never 
participated in these dinners, All who come 
once want to come again and again, and the 
leading men of our own and other nations 
have often honored themselves and us by 
crooking their knees neath our mahogany. 
In a word, the Clover Club isthe exponent of 
Sommoeeeay r and of the cath- 
alicity of hos ty.’’
